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ished, when the Empire of Brazil, the Ar-
gentine Republicand Colombia flourished in
South America; when North Americs was
divided iute confederated States; when
France, England, Geninany,and Russin strug-
gled for suvremacy in Europesan politics, the
Atlantic Ocean exteaded, as we see it ou the
nisps, from the rains of New York to those
of Huvre, and from Pernambuco to Dakar—
ruins which are now forever buried beneath
tne ice. The great continent of the West
Indies was, it appears, eut up into innomer-
nble smsll iclands, scattered ower an lm-
mense sea, The oceans were far vaster sod
deeper than to-dav, the rains frequent, the
rivers inexhaustible, ice and snow never
showed themselves in our country, and the
rays ol & bepeficent sun fertilized the earth
in its youth, giving birth to flowers and
fruits, nests and Jove.

“But now allis over with the planet and
all the works which bave illustrated its
history. The®arth revnlves more slowly on
its axis, the davs have become longer, the
moon s mwore distant and the sun has be-
come colder. The prediction of the astron-
owmers is inlfilied. The waters of the cceans
which the solar heat eaused to evaparate in
the atmoapbere, aud which gave birth to
the cionds, the rains, the springs, the
hrooks and the rivers, have from century to
ceptary been partially absorbed by the deep
yocks; the air bas becowe drier and drier,
nud cessed 1o be a protecting cover for the
preservation of the best received; the poe-
turial and even diurnal evaporation has
cuused all the hest borrowed from the sun
to radiate iuto space, snd the cold of the
poles comes gradunllv uearer and nearer the
tropical and equatorial zones,

“The summits of the mountains had
alresdy been long frozen because above
them the stmosphere was too dry and too
rarcfied to preserve the heot; bat life estab-
lisbed itself in the plains aod valleys along
the streaws which traversed the surface of

the globe. The limits of wegetation, and,
at the samwe time, the conditions favorable
to life, insensibly descended.

The first
mutter taken up was s motion of the defend-
wnts to have the suit dismissed on the ground
that It was not within the jurisdletion of the
court of the Western Distriot of Pennsyl-
vapis. This motion was based on the fact
that the blll asking for the injunction set
forth that the plaintiff was a resident of Ohio
aud that the defendants were all residents of

Pennsylvania residing in the West
ern Diatrict. The argument being
that* the snit  sbhould be  dis-

mivsed, as J. B. Rae and John MoBride are
residents of Ohio and not under the jurisdic-
tion of the Pennsylvania court, inasmuch
as it Lears on this case,

Atlorney McCleave claimed that the suit
should not be dismissed; thut the defondants
who were not résidents of this Btate could
be dropped from the list,. He then based his
argument for the injunetion on affidavits
filed by Ws T. Rainey, Thomas Lowden,
Joseph Lowden, John Echard, A. J. Hill,
J. G. Rill, J, L. Hill, Bcott Franks, J. O.
Willey, J. B. Henderson, George Grady,
Solomon Smith and Robert E. Umbel,
These nffidavits stated that the defendants
incited by meetings, ete., the men to do
damsge to the works of the plaintiff and
treapassed on the properiy of the same.
